One in the infide , and three on the Back of her 14::d, and two moze 
in the fame arm, one above her handwreſt, the other above the ben ding of her Arm, 
She had betwixt her Arm-pit and Breſt, (a bunch) which the Docters ſaid fed thole 
fix ſeveral Runing Wounds ; the faid Niſtemper was likewiſe on her Left eye,inſo- 
much ſhe was almoſt| blind ; " her Mother deſpairing for the prejerving her ſight, 
and being not of ability to ſend her to London.,to be couched by rhe King, beins i mi- 
{ſerable Poor having many ſmall Children, and this Girl not heing able to wor k ,her 
Mother defirous to hav e her Daughter cured, ſaught to the Chirurgions for help who 
tamper*d with it fora time, but could do no good; went likewiſe 1007 11 Miles, to 
a Seventh Son, but all in vain; no viſible hopes of a Cure remained, and expected.

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But now, in this. the Girls great extremity, -Gcd the great Phy firiatt 
Di&ates unto her; thus -Languiſhing in her miſerable, hopelets con- 
dition ; what courſe to take, and what todo for a Cure, which was

that touched by the Dukes bire hand (and that ſhe {ſhould now be 
well) her Mother hearing whas ſhe had done, reproved her very 
{ſharply for her boldaz(s,and asked her how ſhe durſt do ſuch a thin 
and threatn.d to beat her for it, ſhe cryed out O Mother TI 'hatl be wal 
again, and be cuicd of my wounds; and as God Aimighty the great Phy. 
fivan would have it, to the admiration of all that know of it, or heard 
of it. Her fix running wounds in her hand and arm, in four or five days 
were dried up, the bunch in her breft was diſ[lulved in eight or ten days, 
of whieh now is no ſign : her eye that was given for loſt, 1s now perfeQt. 
ly well, and rhe Girl in go0d health; the marks of her ſeveral wounds are 
yet viſible in her hand and arm;all which has been diſcovered to us both 
by Muther and Daughter, and Neighbours that know her. 2»
